I hope the riders involved can 
get the results worked out to their 
satisfaction.

Feb. 22, 1970— Hall- 
man Trophy — competition narrowed 
slightly at Fontana Raceway Sunday, as 
Mike Drews was edged out of last week's 
three way tie, leaving only Larry Pfut- 
zenreuter and Dave Rodgers tied for top 
honors in C.M.C.s latest motocross 
series. 

But the race if far from over, Two of 
the six events still remain to be run, 
and a good showing by any number of 
other competitors — not to mention a 
poor showing by either ofthe two current 
leaders — could drastically affect the 
standings. 

Pfutzenreuter, the young Bultaco rid- 
er from Garden Grove, turned in out- 
standing 100cc and 250cc performances 
Sunday, winning five of his six motos, 
and picking up the maximum six points 
toward the Hallman crown, Rodgers, rid- 
ing only in the 125cc class, wonallthree 
of his motos, and also grabbed the maxi- 
mum six trophy points (C.M,C, awards 
six Hallman points to the winner of each 
division, for each class of competition, 
However, a rider, no matter how many 
classes he enteres, is only awarded 
points from his best class showing of the 
day. Thus, six points is the maximum), 

Probably the best race of the day came 
in the final moto of the 500cc Expert 
competition, Seemingly unbeatable 
Greeves mounted Jim Wilson, along with 
Bill Silverthorn on a CZ, were literally 
neck and neck through six laps of a seven 
lap event, Wilson would put a wheel

Class motocross, much to the liking of 
the 56 entrants, and an equal number 
of spectators. - 

Another highlight of the Fontana en- 
deavor, was the first U.S, appearance of 
the new Mexican motorcycle, the Cara- 
bella. Designed primarily for road rac- 
ing, the 250cc machine was outfitted with 
knobby tired and flown in from Mexico 
City. The bike, along with its factory 
rider, will be around for a few more 
weeks, competing in various C.M.C. 
events, 


The next event in the Hallman series: 


will be held on March 15 at Carlsbad, 
with the final running scheduled back at 
Fontana on March 22, Junior winner of 
the series will receive a new 125сс 
Penton, as well as a year’s sponsorship 
from Torsten Hallman Racing in ~San 
Diego.

HOUSTON RAINS BRING A SEA OF MUD

A possible confrontation between AMA 
Experts attending the Nationals at the 
Astrodome and the East and West coast 
motocrossers at a professional event 
sponsored by the Houston Motorcycle 
Sports Association proved to be a fizz, 
Heavy rains during the early morning 
kept both riders and spectators at a 
minimum, The short but demanding 
course was that ''sea of mud" that 
everybody talks about, Many riders, 
upon seeing the track, left their bikes 
on the trailer and joined the thin ranks 
of the spectators. 

Because of the small turnoutof riders, 
only 2 classes were run, The four Open 
class bikes were combined with the 
250s. Prize money was paid to the first 
four places in the large bike field and to 
the first three in the small (0-125cc) 
class, · 

Several notables appeared from both 
coasts, ‘‘Super Bruce’’ McGuire, Gordon 
Razee, George Cuhna and Tom Canning 





represented the East, while the West was 
represented by the very able Gary Bailey 
and ex-Swede Gunnar Lindstrom, 

The first 125cc heat ended the threats 
of both McGuire (Bul) and Bailey (Sachs). 
After fits of kicking, both retired with 
drowned motors. Both the first and sec- 
ond place finishers in the small class 
rode steady if not fast races. Second 
place finisher Rich Sanders is an enduro 
rider and found the extremely wet field 
to his liking. 

The hero of the day was a competitor 
who ride his stock AT-1 Yamaha to the 
final, dripping moment. He would stop 
and chat with fans and race officials al- 
most every lap. He wasone of three bikes 
running at the finish of the third heat, 

In the Open class Gunnar Lindstrom 
was able to lap every rider at least 
twice without even riding hard in the 
eight lap heats. While everyone was 
falling and wallering in the goop, Lind- 
strom rode through it all, almost effort- 
lessly.

The Masters didn’t have much trouble 
with the first eight sections but when they 
came to the last four they began to lose 
points.

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Honda Limited: Motorcyclists With A Purpose

In mid 1968, a small group of motor- 
cyclists’ met at Warren Wilson Honda in 
the San Fernando Valley, Their intention 
was to organize a Motorcycle Club, but 
they wanted their club to be unique. 
Since this small group all owned a Honda 
350 or 450cc motorcycle, they wanted to 
restrict the membership to Hondas only, 
of the 325cc class or above, They 
further wanted to include only adult 
Road Riders, so they decided to require 
the membership to be 21 or over. This 
group of cyclist wanted a recreational 
club for responsible people and they also 
wanted to try to improve the image of 
motorcycle riding, 


In October of 1968, a formal meeting 
was called to organize just this type of 
club. There were fifteen interested cy- 
clists’ at this first meeting and from 
that fifteen grew HL Corporation. Honda 
Limited was on its way. Membership 
requirements were adopted, by laws 
drafted and by March 6, 1969, the club 
was officially incorporated.

LAS VEGAS, NEV. — Twenty-two of the 
nation’s top off-road riders have taken 
front starting positions in the 3rd Annual 
Mint **400" Del Webb Desert Rally 
Scheduled for March 21 in the Southern 
Nevada Desert near Las Vegas. 

The 400-mile desert marathon is the 
richest chase in motorcycle racing his- 
tory with a guaranteed purse of $12,500. 

Prize money will go deep into the pack 
with cash going to the first 15 bikes to 
cross the finish line, First-place will 
receive $6,000, with the number two 
rider netting $2,000. Third to cross the 
line will take home $1,100 and fourth 
place money is marked at $800, The 
remaining $2,600 will be broken-down 
to $650 for 5th place; $350 for 6thplace; 
$300 for 7th place; $250 for 8th place; 
$200 for the 9th spot; $150 for 10th; and 
$100 going to 11th through 15th spots. 

The deep-reaching purse has annually 
paid prize money to every finisher since 
no more than 10 riders have ever 
finished a single race, 

In the pole position this year is the 
nation’s top-rank-off-road team of Pres- 
ton Petty and Bob Ewing both from 
Sepulveda, California, Seated two at the 
starting line will be two other off-road 
greats, last year’s winning team of Mike 
Patrick and Phil Bowers, from Monte- 
bello, California. 


Filling the remainder of the front 
slots is one of the most impressive lists 
of riders ever to compete in an off-road 
race. Movie Star Steve McQueen is in 
4th slot; Gene Fetty and Bill Silverthorne 
are in the number nine slot; Jack Froe- 
lich and Gary Griffin are seated 14;
